steel, ten story sky scraper, on tne 
northwest corner 
of the 
public 


square. 


The stockholders of this company, 


who in their 
meeting 
Wednesday 


voted to increase the capital stock of 
the company from $100,000 to $200,- 
000, propose to sell the 
additional 


stock at S150 per share. This addi- 
tional amount being used for the pur- 
pose of erecting the new ten story 
fire proof bank and office building. 


It is understood that the original 


stock and the deposits will remain ir- 
tact and that the new structure /is to 
be erected entirety'?frtfi«p~tlte--adal- 
lional stock fund. 


Architects Richards, McCarihr find 


Bulford of Columbus were chosen to 
draft plans for the new structure. 


The new sky scraper will be built 


upon the corner now occupied by the 
old Pataskala block in which the El- 
liott &i Wilson hardware store is now 
located. 
This property which vrss 


recently purchased by the Trust com- 
pany, was formerly 
owned 
by tbe 


Fleek heirs. 


The work of erecting the buIMi.ig 


will be commenced as soon ns the 
present building 
can be razed, the 


work at which will begin on April 1, 
and it is expected that the aew 
structure will be completed by about 
November 1, 1906. 


The building proper will have a 28 


foot front and will extend back for 
126 feefe 
The first story which is to 


be twenty feet in height, is to be oc- 
cupied by the bank of the Ne.vark 
Trust company. 


The building will contain in all. 


about 120 rooms for office use. Some 
of these however, will be in suites of 
two rooms, making all together about 
90 office suites. It will be equipped 
'with two rapid electric elevators. The 
floors will be entirely of marble in the 
corridors, which will also contain 
marble wainscoting. The building 
wiil be heated by steam and lighted 
by electricity. 


Absolutely fire proof, the new sky 


scraper will have tile fire partitions, 
the only inflammable material being 
the wood used in office furniture and 
fixtures. 


The beginning of this work mar'-is 


another stride in the advancement of 
Newark.

NO SIGNS OF 


SURRENDER 


Bold Mutineers Ignore the Russian 


Government's Ultimatum. 


ARMY AND FLEET FRIENDLY 


Commander at Sebastopol Hesitates 


to Accept the Challenge of the Re. 
bellious Sailors, Suspecting the Loy- 
alty of His Troops—Discontent in 
Garrisons Throughout Russia. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 29.—The sol- 


diers attached to the Military School 
of Electricity have been arrested by 
four battalions of the Pavlovsky regi- 
ment and taken to the fortress of St. 
Peter and St. Paul. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 29.—The muti- 


neers at Sebastopol have ignored the 
government's ultimatum and as 
yet 


show no signs of surrender. The re- 
bellious sailors appear to have full 
confidence that the guns of the fleet 
will not be turned against them. 
Whether General Nepuloft, the com- 
mander of the fortress, who was re- 
leased by the mutineers, will dare to 
accept the challenge of the mutineers 
anJ stake the discipline and loyalty 
not only of the troops at his disposal, 
but of the whole army on the cast, is, 
however, doubtful. 
Dispatches from 


a score of garrisons in Russia show 
that the land forces of the empire arc 
in a state of discontent, and any order 
to the troops to lire upon tbeir com- 
rades in the sister branch of the ser- 
vice might possibly precipitate a gen- 
eral and widespread mutiny 
On the 


other hand, it would be difficult to 
starve out the sailors by a regular 
siege, as provisions ana water can be 
obtained by them, and as they are 
under the guns of not unfriendly war- 
ships. Report that the whole fleet had 
gone over to the mutineers, under the 
command of Lieutenant Schmidt, the 
revolutionary 
commander 
of 
the 


cruiser Otchakoff, is incorrect, though 
the officers of the other ships will be 
unable to obtain obedience of the men 
for the carrying out of any measures 
against their comrades. 


The staff quarters at Sebastopol are 


guarded by Cossacks and officers- in 
the streets are"accompanied-by escorts 
of Cossacks, the only branch of the 
service the fidelity of which is abso- 
lutely unquestioned. Even the mem- 
bers of the guard regiments who are 
pets of the imperial family and super- 
latively paid and treated as compared 
with the members of other regiments 
are joining in the revolutionary move- 
ment. Two hundred and fifty men of 
the guard regiments, who were said to 
have been leaders in spreading the 
revolutionary propaganda, were ar- 
rested at their barracks Sunday night 
It is reported that the sailors of the 
guard equipages from which the crews 
for the imperial yachts are drawn will 
be removed to St. Petersburg on ac- 
count of disaffection .among them. 


The rumblings of another 
general 


strike are becoming louder. The post 
and telegraph officials at Moscow al- 
ready have gone out and the strike has 
spread to 12 other cities and towns. 
The general workmen's council 
has 


summoned a conference of the leaders 
throughout the empire for Thursday 
to discuss the possibility of a national 
strike in sympathy with the locked 
out workers of St. Petersburg. There 
is a strong feeling against such a 
strike, however, not only on account 
of the poverty of the men, but also 
because it would interfere with the 
great strike planned for January.

NINETEEN VESSELS ARE LOST 


TEMPERATURE FROM ZERO DOWN TO 


10 BELOW III MONTANA 


Heavy Snowfall in Mlcblgan-Mataafa 


Being Slowly Pounded to 


Pieces. 


(Bulletin.) 


Dulnth, Minn., Nov. 29 — Nine peo- 


ple were drowned on^the steamer Ma- 
taafa which went ashore here and 
whose crew were forced to remain on 
board, the ship going to pieces. Some 
men landed. It is impossible to get a 
line to the steamer. When the vessel 
was last visible there was no sign of 
life. The cold is intense. It is sup- 
posed the men were slowly frozen. 


Duluth, Minn., Nov. 29. — As a result 


Of the fierce storm that- has 
been 


sweeping- the 
great 
lakes, 
three 


big lake steamers were driven ashore 
within sight of the lighthouse at the 
Duluth entrance to the local harbor, 
and several members of the crew of 
one of the boats, the Mataafa, are be- 
lieved to have perished. Thp wrecks 
are the Crescent City and the Mattafa 
of the Pittsburg Steamship company, 
and the R. "W. England, owned by the 
England Transportation company, of 
Cleveland. As soon as interrupted 
telegraphic communication with other 
!ake ports is resumed, it is expected 
that other reports of wrecks will be 
received, for the storm is thought to 
have been a record breaking one. For 
13'^eonsecutive hours the velocity of 
the wind averaged 60 miles an hour 
and at times blew at the rate of 70 
miles. 
The Mataafa is being slowly 


pounded to pieces. The crew of the 
Crescent City escaped, but the boat is 
a total Wreck. Captain R. W. England 
is the only man who left the England. 
The vessel is lying on the sand and 
is in no danger of going to pieces. 


Without Her Barges. 


Detroit, Mich, Nov. 29. — The steam- 


er Jim Sheriffs, which left Alpena with 
the barges Mowatt and E. T. Judd in 
tow, 
returned to that port without her 


barges and with one spar and her deck 
load of lumber gone. The barges broke 
away in the storm. An unknown barge 
is at anchor off Black river and is sup- 
posed to be the Mowatt. Nothing what- 
ever has been heard from the E. T. 
Judd, and it is feared that she may be 
lost. 
Captain Jexon, Toledo, com- 


mands the Judd and has a crew of 
about six men. The big steel steamer 
Charles N. "Warner, owned by the 
United States Transportation com- 
pany, of Cleveland, was blown ashore 
during the day on Nine Mile point, 
near Cheboyga" 


Marquette, Mich., Nov. 29.—A ter- 


rific storm is raging over the upper 
peninsula and Lake Superior and snow 
is falling heavily and driven by a fierce 
wind is piling into drifts on land, 
which have badly crippled traction and 
train service. 
More than a foot of 


snow has fallen here and wire commu- 
nication is partially demoralized. The 
gale is especially severe on Lake Su- 
perior and marine disasters may be 
expected. 


Nineteen Vessels Lost. 


Chicago, 111., Nov. 29.—Reports show- 


that nineteen vessels were wrecked in 
the storm which swept over the great 
lakes. One life is known to have been 
lost and it is feared eight others have 
perished as a result of the storm. Six 
vessels are reported missing.

AGAINST HIM 


Nephew of a Millionaire Packer Now 


Languishes In Jail. 


OPERATED ALLEGED SWINDLE 


Prominent Mortgage Bankers of Chi 


cago, the Reputed Victims, Are the 
Complainants—Prisoner 
Said 
to 


Have Conducted an Extensive Bus! 
ness—Review of Case. 


Chicago, Nov. 20.—Charged with 


having swindled S. W. Straus & Co, 
mortgage brokers, out of $250,000, 
Samuel W. Hoffheimer, a nephew of 
Nelson Morris, the millionaire packer, 
Is 
under 
arrest. 
Unable 
to fur- 


nish $150,000 bonds, fixed by Justice 
Cocbrane, who issued the warrants for 
his arrest, Hoffheimer was taken to 
jail. The alleged swindle operated by 
Hoffheimer is a complicated affair and 
extends back over a period 
of 18 


months. The fact of his family rela- 
tions with the Morris family, it is said, 
made it possible for Hoffheimer to 
carry out the scheme for such a long 
period without detection. 


Two years ago, while the young man 


was carrying on a small commission 
business in buying and selling cattle 
feed, it is alleged he went to Straus & 
Co. and explained that he was buying 
large quantities of cottonseed and cot- 
tonseed hulls, which he disposed of to 
Nelson Mr-'-'s & Co. In order to carry 
out tr-e bu 
s, it is alleged that be 


explained that a large amount of 
money was necessary to take up the 
drafts which were made daily upon 
him for the feed to take up the bills 
of lading made with the shipments. 
He, it is said, requested S. \V. Straus 
& Co. to finance the deals which they 
agreed to do. 
From that time on, 


Hoffheimer delivered lists to Straus 
& Co. daily of carloads of cattle feed 
which he said he had bought from vari- 
ous concerns and had sold to Nelson 
Morris & Co. He would obtain checks 
for the amount of his purchases from 
S. W. Straus & Co., and at the same 
time he would deliver to the bankers 
a draft on Nelson Morris & Co. for the 
amount for which he had informed 
them he had sold the feed to the pack- 
ing company. The draft taken by the 
bankers was deposited in their banks 
in the usual course of their business. 
At the beginning, according to 
the 


bankers, Hoffbeimer carried on only 
small sales, but the amounts of the 
transactions grew so that sales to Nel- 
son Morris & Co., as reported by Hoff- 
heimer, amounted to more than $150,- 
000 a day. 
Until the first of this 


month the supposed sales continued 
and then it was learned, it is said, that 
all the sales were fictitious. 


Instead of taking up drafts which he 


had said were made out against him 
when he bought the supposed 
feed, 


Hoffheimer took up the drafts which 
he gave to S. W. Straus & Co. against 
Nelson Morris & Co. In that way he 
continued from day to day increasing 
his supposed sales and taking up the 
larger drafts against the packing com- 
pany with the larger check given him 
by the bankers, each following day 
making a small sain each day on the 
use of the banker's money. 
Knowl- 


edge of the drafts did not reach the 
packing company until November 1, 
when Nelson Morris accidentally dis- 
covered one check while it was in the 
bank at the stockyards. An investiga- 
tion followed and Hoffhcimer is alleg- 
ed lo have made a complete confession 
to Straus of his operations, admitting 
that for 18 months he had been carry- 
ing on the scheme which had made 
him a living, and at the close had 
netted $250.000. the amount of the 
check received from the banking con- 
cern to take care of the day's business.

ATE HUMAN FLESH 


Old Sailor Tells u Grewsoinc Story of 


u 1'ast Kxperieiiw to u Louis- 


ville P«JHT. 


"Whale Oil Gus" known far and 


wide as an expert on the subject of 
whales and as a relutor of hair-rais- 
ing stories of his experiences, is a 
Louisville visitor for a few days, 
the Courier Journal. His real name 
is Captain Augustus E. Folger, and 
he is a retired whaler, \vho, with a 
rompiinion, "Little Monday" Brown, 
travels over the country 
lecturing, 


lie h sloping for a few days at 554 
Fifth street, but expects to leave in a 
few dajs lor the warm south, where 
he can find relief from the rheuma- 
tism that attacked him as a result oi 
the 18 years he spent as a whaler in 
exposure to wind and weather. 


Born of a race of sea-faring men 


and whale hunters, he ran away to 
sea as a cabin boy on a whaler when 
he was ] 1 years of age. He is now 
SG years old and was born at Nac- 
tuckct, Mass,. His uncle, Chas. 3. 
Folger, was secretary of the treasury 
under President Arthur. He was en- 
gaged in the whaling trade 18 years 
and came to be recognized by his fel- 
low whalers as a man of great ability. 
On his first cruise he spent some timo 
on the island of 
Juan 
Fernandez, 


made famous by the 
adventures of 


DeFoe's "Robinson Crusoe." He has 
been shipwrecked, lost at sea, kept in 
the water for hours before being res- 
cued and at one time, with four oth- 
ers, was compelled to 
eat human 


flesh to be kept from starvation. 


That was. he said, in 1867. He 


was a whaler on the bark B. F. Swift, 
Captain Peter Pollard of Nantucket. 
They had been cruising in the South- 
ern Pacific Ocean, and Captain Pol- 
lard, Captain Folger and four others, 
including the captain's own son, had 
been drawn away from the bark by. 
a whale which they had attempted to 
capture, and were adrift for days be- 
fore they were rescued. By agree- 
ment they cast lots, and it fell to the 
son of the captain to give up his life 
that the 
others might live. 
They 


were rescued, however, soon after 
they had eaten the human flesh. Cap- 
tain Pollard later died in an asylum, 
for he had been made a raving man- 
iac by witnessing the horrible end of 
Qis own. son. 


Captain Folger's stories are not all 


as grewsome as the one related, al- 
though he told of having seen over 50 
men done to death in the capture of 
whales, and many 
of them terribly 


mangled. He is a student of the 
whale, and is probably better posted 
than any other man in the country. 
When he lectures he exhibits .the im- 
plements of the whaling trade au.i 
explains how that once great indus- 
try was conducted. 
He is accompan- 


ied by "Little Monday," who never 
leaves him, and who has been a con- 
tant companion of the Captain for 
the last 17 years. His claim to prom- 
inence is based on the ground that he 
is the only American that was ever 
born in a whaler. He was christened 
and reared in a whaler by the sailors 
and is now 28 years of age. 


It is possible that Captain Folger 


has had more and varied experiences 
than any other man in the world. He 
has fought with 
Eskimos, 
parried 


with Patagonians and chiimmed with 
Chinamen. He is scarcely able to 
write his own name, never 
having 


lad much "schooling," but can con- 
verse in seven different 
languages, 


and is proficient in other lines. He 
carries around with him trunks full 
of newspaper clippings 
from papers 


al over the country where he has vis- 
ted.

A short time before the recent elec 


tion Governor Herrick publicly state 
that with the beginning of the nex 
state administration, (of which h 


fully expected to be the 
head 


front,) -there would bo at least $2,000 


000 of a surplus in the state treasury 


. 
A similar statement, with the sur 


plus given in round numbers at ?1 
000,000, was made in 1889,. as a rea 
son why James E. Campbell, the Dem 
ocratic candidate for governor, should 
not be elected. 


But Mr. Campbell was elected, and 


when he entered upon his duties 
tho second Monday of January, 1890 
he was not greeted by a 'million dol 
lar surplus in the state treasury, but 
confronted by more than million dol 
lars of deficiency. 
The Republican 


pi-ess of the state at once accused Gov 
erno'r Campbell and his administra 
tion as being responsible for the de- 
ficiency, and .even Governor Herrick 
in 1905, after a lapse of 15 years, was 
mislead into making the same charge 
against Governor Campbell, as one 
of the principal reasons why John M. 
Pattison should not be elected. 


When Governor Pattison enters up- 


on the duties of his office, he will not 
be greeted by a $2,000,000 surplus in 
the treasury, but 'he will be confronted 
by a vast siim of public expenditures 
originating under Governor Herrick's 
^administration to be paid out of wihat- 
—ever balance-may remain^ in the treas 
ury on the 8th of January nsxt. .. 


But the balance will not be $2,000,- 


000. 
Let it be understood now that 


Governor Pattison is in no way re- 
sponsible for the 
condition 
of 
the 


state finances on the 8th of January, 
nor as long as the appropriations for 
the Herrick administration run. The 
new regime proposes to 'take time by 
the forelock. 
It will refuse to be- 


come a vicarious sacrifice for the old 
regime. 


The deficit in the postoffice depart- 


ment has passed the fourteen-milliou 
mark for the year, a goodly portion of 
which is blamed on the growth of the 
rural free delivery service.

the department in which so much 
scandal was brought to light not long 
since, showing a lot of doings that 
could in no way -help toward an econ- 
omical administration that would keep 
expenses near the receipts.

Sully produced a number of comedies 
.and dramas with more or less suc- 
cess, but his 
next big winner was 


"O'Brien, the Contractor," which was 
a masterpiece in its way and one of 
the best delineations of Irish-Ameri- 
can character ever presented in this 
country. 


After "O'Brien," came "The Parish 


Priest." 
Like 
"The , Sign of the 


Cross" "The Parish Priest" at first 
aroused a storm of protest from the 
very people who eventually gave it 
the most enthusiastic approval. After 
playing the priest for three seasons 
Sully put on "The Old Mill Stream" 
and afterwards "The Chief Justice," 
but wherever he played he received 
numerous requests for the repetition 
of "The Parish Priest," or for anoth- 
er play in which he would assume a 
clerical role. When "Our Pastor" 
was offered him, he recognized in a 
moment its great possibilities and 
immediately arranged to put it on the 
boards; his faith in this play has 
been amply justified and there is no 
doubt that it will rank as the crown- 
ing success of his long and brilliant 
career.

New York, Nov. 29.—Punishment for 


trafficking in girls was meted out by 
Judge McMahon, who passed sentences 
on one woman and three men for an 
aggregate of 32 years.

SHIP SUBSIDY BILL 


Considered at Sleeting of Congress- 


men—Verbal Changes for Sake 


of Clearness. 


Washington, Nov. 29. — The mer- 


chant marine commission, composed of 
senators and representatives, held a 
meeting to consider amendments to 
the ship subsidy bill, presented to the 
last congress. Those present were 
Senator Gallinger, chairman; Senator 
Lodge and Representatives Miner, of 
Wisconsin, and Spight, of Mississippi. 
The commission took up the revision 
of the bill by sections, making several 
verbal changes for the sake of added 
clearness and precision and limiting 
the subventions absolutely to ships en- 
gaged principally in foreign trade as 
•aistinct from the coastwise commerce. 
from which foreign competition has 
always been excluded. Another amend- 
ment provides especially that no vessel 
receiving 
a subvention under the 


terms of the bill shall receive any 
other subvention, bounty or subsidy 
from the United States. Still another 
requires one-half of the deck force of 
ships receiving suln-entions shall be 
able seamon. who have served at least 
two years on deck.

IS CUBAN SOIL 


Secretary Root Issues a Warning to 


' 
the American Colonists. 


UNCLE SAM HAS NO CLAIM 


THROWN 


Residents Bound to Render Obedipncc 


to the Laws of Cuba—Rejection of 
Pending Treaty Would Not 
Affect 


Island's Statue—Views of Secretary 
Those cf the President. 


"Washington, Nov. 20.—Secretary of 


State Root has written the following 
communication to the American colo- 
nists on the Isle of Pines, who have 
been working toward the separation of 
that island from Cuba: 


"I have receive'! your letter of Oc- 


tober 25. in which you say: 
'Kindly 


advise roe at your earliest convenience 
the necessary procedure to establish a 
territorial form of government for the 
Isle of Pines, West Indies, U. S. A.' 
It is no part of thu duty of the secre- 
tary of state to give advice upon such 
subjects. I think it proper, however, 
to answer your inquiry so far as it may 
be necessary to remove an error under 
which you appear to rest concerning 
the status of the Isle of Pines and 
your rights as residents of that island 
There is no procedure by which you 
and your associates can lawfully es- 
tablish a territorial government in that 
island. The isle is lawfully subject to 
the control and government of ihe re- 
public of Cuba, and you and your as- 
sociates are bound to render obedience 
to the laws of that country, so long as 
you remain in the isle. If you fail in 
that obedience, you will 
be 
justly 


liable 
to prosecution in the Cuban 


courts and to such punishment as may 
be provided by the laws of Cuba for 
such offense as you commit. You arc- 
not likely to have any greater power 
in the future. 
The treaty now pend- 


ing before the senate, if approved by 
that body, will relinquish all claim of 
the United States to the Isle of Pines. 
In my judgment the United States has 
no substantial right to the Isle of 
Pines. The treaty merely accords to 
Cuba what is tiers in accordance witU 
international lav? and justice. 


"At the time of the treaty of peace 


which ended the war between the 
"United States and Spain, the Isle of 
Pines was and had bean for several 
centuries a part of Cuba. I have no 
doubt whatever that it continues to be 
a part of Cuba, and that it is not and 
never has been territory of the United 
States. This is the view with which 
President Roosevelt authorize:! the 
pending treaty and Mr. Hay signed it, 
and I expect, to urge its confirmation. 
Nor would the rejection of the pending 
treaty put an end to the control of 
Cuba over the island. A treaty direct- 
ly contrary to the one now pending 
v.-oald be necessary to do that and 
there is not the slightest prospect cf 
such a treaty being made 
You may 


be quite sure ihat Cuba will never con- 
sent to give up the Isle of Pines, and 
that the/United Slates will never try 
to compel her to give it up against her 
Trill."

THE FLAGSHIP VICTORY. 


It 
WUN Honored In the Iluttle of 


Trafalgar Cclvbratlou. 


The attention of the ftrltlsh public 


was coucentvuted a short time ago up- 
on the celebration of the one hundredth 
anniversary of the buttle of Trafalgar 
and the death of Nelson on board his 
flagship, the Victory. The battle of 
Trafalgar occurred on Oct. 21, 1805. 
Though it was a glorious victory for 
the British, it cost them the life of 
their greatest naval hero, for Nelson 
was wounded early in the struggle and 
diod on the afternoon of Oct. 21. The 
Victory wan launched in 1751 and was 
a ship of 100 guns. She has been re- 
built many times and now lies in the 
harbor of Portsmouth, where during 
the recent centenary celebration she 
was brilliantly Illuminated. The elec- 
tricity for this illumination w:\s sup- 
plied, by a sumbarine vessel which lay

alongside the Victory. The two ves- 
sels presented a striking contrast. The 
one represented the warships with 
which sea fighting was done 150 years 
ago; the other represented the Jatest 
development of naval warfare, the sub- 
marine boat, which does its deadly 
work upon the great battleship or the 
swift cruiser beneath the waves an.d 
out of sight of the gunners. 
During 


the celebration the Victory flew Nel- 
son's famous signal at the battle of 
Trafalgar. "England expects that every 
man will do his duty." 


Exchange Amenities. 


New York, Nov. 29.—A dinner in 


honor of the exchange of professors 
between German and American univer- 
sities was given at the Metropolitan 
club to Baron Speck Von Sternberg, 
the German ambassador to this coun- 
try, by Nicholas Murray Butler, presi- 
dent of Columbia university. Emperor 
William sent a cablegram to be read 
at the dinner by Baron Von Sternberg, 
thanking James Speyer of New" York 
for his gift of $50,000 to establish the 
Theodore Roosevelt professorship of 
American history and institutions at 
the University cf Berlin and declaring 
that the examination of men of science 
made possible by this professorship 
was the best means for enabling the 
two nations to closely understand each 
other. 


What Shell Did to Cruiser.

eight-inch, armor-piercing shell, fired 
at a distance of 1500 yards will to to 
Ihe side of an armored cruiser protect- 
ed by a five-inch armor plate on a pro- 
tective deck, nearly three inches thick, 
was 
demonstrated by an important 


test at the naval proving grounds at 
Indian Head. 
The shell pierced1 the 


five-inch plate, went through the in- 
clined protective deck and buried itself 
in the coal bunkers 
The detailed con- 


ditions under which the test was con- 
ducted are kept in confidence. 
The 


results of the tests will be considered 
at an early meeting of the board of 
construction in connection with armor 
to be supplied to the new ships.

in Columbus two years ago. Steele i 
now alleged to be in Canada. Since 
her divorce Mrs Steele has meen mak- 
ing her home with, her father in tihis 
city. Mr. Steele's sister, Mrs. Flo 
Steele Beck, was recently divorcee] 
from a prominent manufacturer in Ak- 
ron, and is now on the vaudeville stage 


E. B. White alleges in his petition 


that the money appropriated by his son
